The end of cash money 








When banking goes all-digital, your 


personal info is just a point-and-click away 


“1 DONT THINK THERE ARE ANY BILLS 
for which I use a paper cheque, 
Princeton grad student Larry Lyons, 
23, tells the New York Times . And 
he's not alone. Millions of North 
Americans, especially young adults, 
prefer to pay their bills with a debit 
card or via the Internet, In 2003, 
cheques accounted for just 45 per 
cent of non-credit card payments, 
down from 57 per cent in 2000 
“Cheques over the next two 
decades,” reports the newspaper, 
“are likely to become as prevalent as 
electric typewriters.” 

While it comes as a surprise to cus- 
tomers hit by big fees for bounced 
cheques and low balances, high pro- 
cessing expenses have caused banks 
to view the chequeing account busi- 
ness as a “loss leader’—an unprof- 
itable line of business they only 
maintain because people expect it. So 
banks are dangling carrots— 
Citibank charges lower fees to cus- 
tomers who agree not to write 
cheques—and swinging sticks— 
refusing to return canceled 
cheques—to coax their customers 
into fully digitizing their personal 
finances.

Bankers say you can access the 
Web anywhere, but they’ve never 
surfed on a PC running Windows 98 
at a cybercafé in Ashkhabat. It takes 
five minutes just to send an email. 
Seriously. Accessing the first page of 
an online banking site is absolutely 
impossible. There is at least some 
chance that the Turkmen postal ser- 
vice will eventually come through. 

Seems like an obvious case of not 
broken/don’t fix. But, says Edward 
Bachelder of Dove Consulting, “The 
youth of America has no interest in 
using cheques.” Hurrah. 


LEMME HEAR YOU 
HOLLA FOR MY DOLLA 
The death of cheques presages a 
cashless society in which employers 
wire salaries to workers’ bank 
accounts via direct deposit, who in 
turn pay bills online and use debit 
cards—which account for over 20 
per cent of all non-credit transac- 





tions— 
at shops and 
restaurants. The 
next obvious step, some 
future politician will reason, will be 
to eliminate cash. 

Once legitimate money flows digi- 
tally, after all, all cash will be used 
the way most $100 bills are today— 
for drug sales and other illegal activi- 
ties. Economists Friedrich Schneider 
and Dominik Enste estimate that 
between 6.7 and 13.9 per cent of our 
gross domestic product was generat- 
ed by the American “underground 
economy”—transactions conducted 
in cash—in 1990, the last year for 
which such data was available. 
Whether you're selling your futon on 
Craigslist or moving ten kilos of 
Afghan heroin, the taxman wants its 
piece of the action. 

Going after tax cheats seems rea- 
sonable. But the cure would be 
worse than the current “lost” govern- 
ment revenue, You have ample 
cause to fear a cashless America even 
if you're strictly legit. As Islamic 
charities learned after 9/11, bank 
accounts can be frozen by a govern- 
ment acting against its political oppo- 
nents. Credit and debit cards can be 










deactivated at a keystroke. Politicians 
of the future will find the power to 
instantly impoverish anyone, any- 
where, for any reason, irresistible. 
And consolidation makes an online 
banking account ultimately vulnera- 
ble to such attacks. Your cellular 
provider, landlord and travel agent 
are scattered across the country, cur- 
rently known only to you. Now it 
would take time and effort for a gov- 
ernment agency to find them to cut 
you off. Not so if you pay your bills 
online. 

Of course, there’s no reason to 
worry if you trust all politicians and 
government agencies, including 
those not yet conceived, appointed or 
elected, to do the right thing. Oh, 
sure, the Social Security guys just 
admitted giving away “secret” infor- 
mation to HomeSec goons, no war- 
rant requested. But that was just a 
fluke. Go on, do whatever they tell 
you. Keep pointing and clicking— 
and save those 37-cent stamps.

But 
when an old pal—let’s call him Slap- 
py—passed through town over the 
weekend, I was forced to revise my 
definition to include “delicious 
breakfast.” No, make that “effing 
jelicious breakfast 
Viuch to our surprise, Slappy and I 
:ctually early for breakfast, as 
\cajutla doesn’t open its doors until 
m on Saturdays which, truth 
s not much later than I usu- 


all p. Slappy and J passed the 





time with a tour of the A\ fein of 
Nations and [ remarked to myself on 
the all the Vietnamese and Afmican 
food emporia I have yet to try. Stay 
tuned 

By the time we'd wandered back 
to Acajutla, the OPEN sign was 
switched on, the electro-Latino music 
was pumping and the kitchen was 
sizzling with the day’s first prep- 
cookery. Usually it’s a good idea to 
allocate a little extra time for dining 
at Acajutla—it’s not an eatery for the 
impatient—but Slappy and I had the

a brisker pace of service visits. I 
debriefed Slappy on the Acajutla 
menu’s copious Central American 
charms, compelling him in particular 
to ensure that a mixed pupusa 
should comprise part of his order.

He contemplated the ever-popular 
combination platter with an assort- 
ment of Mexican and Salvadoran 
delights, including a tostada, a 
pastele, and a chicken enchilada 
With my endorsement, he settled on 
a mixed pupusa and the chicken 
enchilada platter. 





PRECIOUS PUPUSA 

Me, I stuck with my intention of 
ordering from the pair of Acajutla’s 
most obviously fast-breaking 
options: the Guanaco breakfast— 
with eggs, refried beans, fried plan- 
tains (the banana’s slightly waxier 
cousin) and tortillas—was enticingly 
exotic, but the Huevos Rancheros 
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($7.99) eventually won out 

So what the hell is a pupusa, 
you're wondering? A fresh, home- 
made tortilla—moist, soft, slightly 
grainy—is filled with beans or cheese 
or ground pork or a mix of those 
things, panfried, then served with 
curtido (spicy marinated shredded 
cabbage and carrots), a piquant avo- 
cado sauce, and tomatillo sauce. 
Now how much would you pay? 
How about $2.75 for a mixed 
pupusa? Pupusas hold several of my 
friends under the thrall of their 
freakin’ deliciousness and, in truth, | 
went to Acajutla for pupusas twice 
last week. I knew what I was getting 
into, but watching Slappy get reve- 
lated to the ways of the pupusas was 
somehow moving. | ately, Acajutla 
has gone from doling out curtido in 
small bowls to just setting a big jar on 
the table and letting you go to town 
Out of consideration for others, 
please use the fork provided only in 
the jar, okay? It was hard to stop at 
just one pupusa (and just four help- 
ings of curtido), but I was trying to 
save some space for the Huevos. 


LESS IS MORE 
Let me say, the thing I like about 
authentic Central American food is 
that it isn’t completely held together 
with-cheese in the manner of so 
much “Mexican” food. That said, 
Slappy’s enchiladas (shredded 


chicken bundled in tortillas and 
baked in a pool of salsa~y sauce and 
cheddar) sure looked like it had a lot 
of cheese on it. The haystack of 
shredded lettuce and wedges of 
lime on the side were definitely 
called for. 

My Huevos was less cheese inten- 
sive, a homemade tortilla topped 
with two eggs covered in tomatoey 
goodness, and lightly freckled with 
toothsome, salty feta. The remainder

He concludes, “Sustainability: the 
game of being an indie label. By the 
time the process is finished, and you 
see returns on your release and get 
back to zero, it takes a year or more 
When you have limited capital, it 
takes time.” 


When asked about any label 
crushes he harbours, Skinner cites, 
“Three Gut, Touch and Go, Sun Stu- 
dios, Swami—not because | did any 
research on the inner workin; 
just have my appreciation strictly i 
the way they represent themselves 
and their artists.” He also mentions 
he has warm working relationships 
with locals Nrmlis Wicm and Reluc- 
tant Records and distribution 
through Scratch and Sonic Unyon 

So far, Roast stables No Hands, 
hardworking hard-luckers The Last 
Deal, and alt-pop whizzes Champi- 
on, Alberta. Superficially, the bands 
don’t seem to have much in com- 
mon, but arguably they all flow into 
the “art rock” spectrum, with The 
Last Deal treading on darker, Wire- 
esque territory, Champion leaning in 
the more populist Death Cab For 
Cutie zone, and No Hands occupy- 
ing a weird No Wave-making out 
with-Motown area in between. 

“Intuitively, they are bands | just 
really like and want to support,” 
Skinner elaborates on his choice of 
roster-mates. “They have an ethic 
and approach I like. There’s no point 
putting out bands that don’t work 
for themselves as much as you work 
for them—they have to be ready to 
tour, play shows. Bottom line: you 
can’t afford it. It’s in the band’s inter- 
est to make the label viable too.” 

Tim Rechner, drummer with 
Champion, predicts, “Roast will 
grow into an indie rock/art rock 
label. Clayton respects the ‘art’ in ‘art 
rock,’ and encourages collaborating 
within different disciplines. We're 
really glad to be with Roast.” 

Champion’s follow-up to their 
stellar EP, The Silk Purse, is due in the 
fall, and will be Roast's first full- 
length release. Skinner groans when 
heckled about the fact Roast’s cur- 
rent offerings are all EPs. “Yeah, 
that’s been necessary, but hard. 
Grants favour full-lengths; retail 
favours full-lengths. We're looking 
forward to getting out Champion's 
album.” 

In the meantime, there are two 
EPs to take out of the oven and 
serve. “Promoting Roast as a label is 
becoming more important: having a 
cohesive aesthetic, not as applied to 
the bands but in how things are pro- 
moted and distributed. The immedi- 
ate plan is to take care of the new 
releases, getting them to do well and 
run their course, then add more 
bands.” 

He reiterates, “Slow growth.”

AMBITION GOES HAND IN HAND WITH 
the creation of music, so it’s not a 
surprise that many enterprising 
musicians find themselves in charge 
of their own independent labels.

IT’S THE BEST SCENE IN THE MOVIE 
High School Confidential, and it’s 
probably the only way to describe 
the music of Ronnie Arturo and his 
Orkestro. Picture this, cats and kit- 
tens: a swinging coffee shop with a 
hipper-then-thou clientele, a live jazz 
combo in the corner, and suddenly a 
glacially self-possessed woman cool- 
ly walks up on stage to jam out beat 
poetry with the band. 

“T haven't seen that movie, but I 
know exactly what you mean,” 
allows Ronnie Hayward over the 
phone from his temporary home in 
Calgary. “I've always really liked 
that old beatnik thing.” Hayward, 
longtime rockabilly bassist/ vocalist 
for the trio that bears his name, and 
sideman for such illustrious roots 
artists as Herald Nix and Washboard 


Hank, is picking up what I’m 
putting down. His newest project, 
Ronnie Artur and his Orkestrio, is a 
faux bop, finger-snapping version of 
white jazz cool and spoken word col- 
laboration. “T’ve always bought old 
records, like the ‘50s type stuff: [jazz 
poets] Ken Nordine or Kenneth 
Patchen. Like my song, “Man... Are 
You Cracked?” I did a version of that 
on my second album years ago. 
Some of those songs are on other 
albums, just played differently.” 
Hayward / Artur has been 
attempting to put together a version 
of the Orkestrio for close to ten years; 
a number of the tunes from their self- 
titled Northern Electric album were 
written almost as long ago.

His musical magnitude and impor- 
tance lies in the fact that he went on to 
kick the white audience's door open to 
an entirely new and more exciting 
musical world. The black one. 

Then he kinda lost the thread. 

The reasons are so disappointing 
that won't bother getting into them 
here. Let's just say that for every new 
movie, the music grew even more 
embarrassing, while the style and sub- 
stance were gradually rubbed out. 

The contrast to this downward spi- 
ral was his surprising creative come- 
back towards the end of the ‘60s. The 
TV show in ‘68, the return to the stage, 
the singles “Tn the Ghetto” and “Suspi- 
cious Minds,” and, not least of all, the 
album From Elvis in Memphis.

The album was recorded in € hips 
Moman’s American Studios at 827 
Thomas Street, in one of Memphis’ 
rundown poor, and-you guessed 
it-black ‘hoods. Moman, the studio, 
and its band were fantastically sucoess- 
fulat the time—between November 
1967 and January 1971 they put more 
than 120 recordings in the US charts 
One week there were 28 songs record- 
ed at American simultaneously on Bill 
board—all with the help of the same 
musicans 

There was contemporary adult with 
Neil Diamond and Dionne Warwick, 
soul with Joe Simon, Joe Tex, and Wil- 
son Pickett, and hits like “Angel of the 
Moming” by Merrilee Rush, “Sweet 
Inspiration” by The Sweet Inspirations, 
and “Born a Woman” by Sandy Posey 
The Box Tops alon« » managed ten hits 
during this period. “Son of a Preacher 
Man” gave Dusty Springfield a second 
breakthrough and the album that 
accompanied it, Dusty in Memphis is 
still considered one of the best pop 
albums ever recorded 

American Studios we re caught up 
in all this success when one of Elvis’ 
cohorts called up and inquired, with 
just a couple of days notice, if they'd be 
able to fit him in. Moman cancelled a 
number of planned sessions and 
accepted. For him, the sessions with 
Elvis were both a challenge and a priv- 
ilege. 

The result of the session is impres- 
sive, not just musically by quantitative- 
ly. During 12days—starting at eight 
every evening and continuing until the 
sun rose—some thirty tracks were 
recorded. All were not great—Moman 
never got the total creative control he 
desired—but 12 of the best ended up 
on the finished album.

start, as though he wanted to avenge 
the wasted years, the embarrassing 
movies, and past sleepwalks through 
various studios, witha passion and an 
engagement that hadn't been present 
in his vocals for many years.

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He doesn’t sound as restless as did 
in the ‘50s; the feverish impatience is 
gone from his voice, as is the wild 
hunger that drove the Sun-sessions 
with unbridled fury. Instead, there’s a 
maturity that had previously been 
hidden or subdued. There's life, emo- 
tion, hope, and despair. He mixes 
soul, blues, and country ina fashion 
that erases the boundaries between 
the different genres instinctively and 
with considerably eases, as though he 
wasn't even aware of it 

The choice of material is excellent 
and the performance is saturated with 
soul. “Any Day Now” had originally 
been recorded in 1962 by Chuck Jack- 
son, but Elvis probably picked the 
track from Percy Sledge, who record- 
ed it mere months before, Sledge 
countered by picking up “True Love 
Travels on a Gravel Road” from Elvis, 
but the latter's versions of both tracks 
trump the former's. Whether Elvis 
trumps Jerry Butler's version of “Only 
the Strong Survive” is mostly a matter 
of personal opinion—but he gets pret- 
ty dam close. Hank Snow’s “I’m 
Movin’ On” has never quite achieved 
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the same swing as it does here, not 
even in the hands of 

The highpoint of these sessions 
must be Elvis’ take on Eddy Arnold's 
old country hit “Tll Hold You in My 
Heart (‘til | Can Hold You in My 
Arms),” with the track reduced to its 
bare bones, a couple of simple phrases 
repeated to almost hypnotic effect 
with Elvis himself at the piano, He 
had never sang so well in his life 
before.

THEY'RE GETTING PRETTY FANCY 
around their hometown of Toronto, 
with sold-out shows and rave reviews 
after the Paper Bag Records showcase 
at NXNE.

IT SEEMS LIKE THE AGNOSTIC MOUNTAIN 
Gospel Choir are standing with one foot in 
the grave these days. Singer/guitarist Bob 
Keelaghan sounds a little worn out as we 
discuss the Choir’s new album, Fighting and 
Onions, set for official release July 16, and his 
raspy voice strangely echoes the album’s 
emotional undertones: dark and edgy but 
still draped in the same kind of upbeat folk 
and blues energy that made their previous 
effort, St Hubert, so endearing. 

“It was after it was done, when | was lis- 
tening to it, that | realized how much death 
and despair was in it,” explains Keelaghan, 
unable to repress a quick burst of laughter. “'! 
didn’t expect this album to be so much of a 
bring-down. It’s probably because of every- 
body's personal experiences in the last cou- 
ple of years—which | won't get into—that 


there’s probably a lot of personal exorcism 
going on.” 

Near-death experiences involving falling 
trees and touring vans catching on fire com- 
bined with a string of personal incidents 
shaped the themes and textures on Fighting 
and Onions, an album rooted in the Delta 
blues of Robert Johnson and Sonny Boy 
Williamson spiced with a splash of Tom 
Waits and Beefheart. 

For Keelaghan, it’s simply part of the 
nature of the music: its rawness and restless- 
ness. And, when you play with fire, you're 
bound to get burned a bit 

“It comes down to the energy of the 
music,” he explains. “We're playing that 
music without trying to water it down or 
make it quaint or cute. It's the essence of the 
devil's music. We're just trying to capture 
the menace of it” 

The title Fighting and Onions is inspired by 
a Dylan Thomas play, Under Milk Wood, 
where an old sea captain is visited by his 
deceased companions; one of them asks if 
there are still good things left up here like 





“fighting and onions.” 

“[A member of the band] just thought 
that was hysterically funny, that his two 
favourite things in the world were fighting 
and onions,” says Keelaghan. “When the 
time came to pick a title, he kept saying 
‘What about Fighting and Onions?’ Thinking 
about it now, it’s reflective of that death fac- 
tor as well.” 

Ultimately, The Agnostic Mountain 
Gospel Choir’s four members are still a furi- 
ously engaging stage act, with rollicking guitar 
and banjo riffs, guttural vocals and slap-happy 
upright bass—death, despair and the hounds 
of hell aside. 

“When we perform it live, we don’t really 
think of the band that way,” he explains. 
“We always think of it as being up-tempo 
and energetic. But it’s kinda like looking at 
the mirror sometimes asking, ‘How did | get 
this way?”

CAUGHT AT THE EDMONTON AIRPORT, 
where he's about to catch a plane with band 
mates Captain Tractor for Yellowknife, 
Chris Wynters is wryly reflecting on the 
logistical problems in getting the 12-year-old 
group off the ground.

FOR A LOT OF YEARS, ROCK ‘N’ ROLL 
legend Bo Diddley kept his yap con- 
spicuously closed about what was 
eating him most—and by that I 
mean, what has been grinding at his 
psyche like a bustificated tube ampli- 
fier on a continual feedback loop. 
Then, maybe about 15 years or so 
ago the now-77 year-old guitar hero 
decided to-get vocal about the hosing 
he’s taken at the hands of the record- 
ing industry. 

Chess, Diddley’s first record label, 
never did pay him a nickel of the 
royalty money owed him for his 
early ground-breaking songs, includ- 
ing the single “Bo Diddley,” which 
touched off his music career. Today 
his music is still being heavily copy- 
right infringed, he claims, by various 
small-time bootlegging recording 
operations that produce rock ‘r’ roll 
collections and compilations without 
paying artist royalties. 

On the phone, Diddley is cheery 
until he gets started on what's owed 
him. Then he lets fly with quite a 
rant. “That's right,” he says, his deep 
voice rising. “I’ve never seen any of 
that money. That's still the case. It’s 
sad. I live off what I do on one- 
nighters. The royalty thing ain’t 
gonna happen. People shouldn't be 
allowed to rip people off. The gov- 
ernment should jump in and investi- 
gate. Here in the US, Uncle Sam 
needs to help out.” 

Who wouldn't resent the fact that 
your art and hard work have fed a 
lot of wallets, while your own bill- 
fold stayed hungry?
